months after (hat event, Mr. J.is. D. Jj'isb, 
at that time known as a millionaire banker, 
began paying her hla addresses, ivliich 
culminated in May, 1381, about tbe time 
lie became involved In his financial dilli- 
culties in a private marriage, which, in 
order to escape the notoriety that would 
ensue, 
she 
stipulated should be 
kept 


secret until such time as lie was free 
again. 
These troubles which at llrst ap- 


peared temporary, became more harass- 
Ing as time .went by and she still insisted 
upon her original stipulation aud did to the 
hour of her death, which was as sudden 
and unexpected lo her friends as it was 
to herself. 


The issue of this marriage was a daugh- 


ter, born February 24th, at Carlstadt, N. 
J., and which is now with friends of Mr. 
Fish under his care and direction. 


The mother had almost recovered from 


the effects of child-birth, when she was 
attacked with an old stomach trouble 
which was chronic with her, and yielding 
to a morbid appetite for certain articles 
of diet that had been expressly forbladen, 
she ate inordinately and died within a 
few hours on the night of March 10th.
